CLINIC COMES TO CRAWFORD 
COUNTY. 


Grayling and, Frederic will be vis- 
ited during the week of April 25 by 
the traveling health’ clinie of the 
Michigan department of health on 
its swing southward to the lower tier| 
of counties in the state. The first! 
four days of the week will be spent 
in Grayling, clinics being held in 
Frederic on Friday, April 29. 

Complete physical examinations 
will be made of both children and! 
adults, free of charge, the clinie be- 
ing divided in two units with a spec-, 
ialist heading each division. Two 
graduate nurses assist the physicians! 
in clinical routine. ' 

Speaking on the purpose of the} 
clinie Dr. R. M. Olin, commissioner of 1 
health, especially urges that Craw- 
ford county children who are back-|! 
ward in school, underweight and} 
“skinny,” or have recently recovered: 
from some severe sickness, attend | 
the children’s unit for examination at 
either Grayling or Frederic. «Records 
of all clinical fimdings are referred to 
family physicians. 

“Airplane accidents in the late war 
were declared frequently to be due to 
a ‘tiring’ of the engines on account 
of constant use,” states Dr. Olin. 
“If steel and the highest grade of 
machinery science end industry can 
devise ‘tire’ and break under severe 
strain,” he continued, “it is certainly 
impossible for the human body—the 
most delicate machine at best, and 
often an imperfect machine—to with- 
stand constant lack of care and at- 
tention. The value of human life is 
greater than that of any machine: 
It is indeed a wise man who pauses 
in his life’s work now and then for 
a complete physical examination—an 
inventory of his vital equipment.”

PAT BURKE AND WM. ARNETT 
HELD ON BOOZE CHARGE, 


Now in Bay City Federal Court. 
Early last week a Federal search 
warrant was secured by some of the 
local officers, empowering them to 
search the premises of the J. W. 
Burke hotel of Frederic. This was 
done last Friday morning.

THE MAIL ORDER 
BOGEY 1S DYING 


NEW OPERATING PLANS IN THE 
AIR. 


Farmers Now Begin to Realize They 
Can Trade More Satisfactorily 
and as Cheaply With Their 
Home Town Merchants. 

(From the Perry (N. Y.’ Herald.) 

A few years ago Perry merchants 
in common with other rural commun- 
ities were worrying about the mail 
order houses were unable to keep 
so conditions have been reversed. 
During and since the war prices 
fluctuated so greatly that the mail 
oredr houses were unable to keep 
their catalogues revised and, further- 
more, they were unable to give ser- 
vice. 

One farmer, living not far from 
here (and the instance is typical), 
early in the spring of 1920 sent for 
about $40 worth of seed. He sent the 
money with the order, but did not 
get his seed until late in July. In 
the meanwhile he was obliged to go 
to a local dealer and get his supply to 
“tide him over.” He tried to get an 
adjustment with the _mail order 
house, but the company refused to 


| take the sved back, blaming the rail- 


road for the delay.: He now has 
some high-priced seed on his hands 
for 1921 use. 

The annual reports of Montgomery 
Ward & Co. and Sears-Roebuck & 
Co. show heavy deficits, running into 
millions. Realizing that the mail or- 
der game is waning they have now 
established rétail stores in the larger 
cities and eventually will probably go 
into the chain store business. 

In analyzing the situation, an in- 
vestigator gives four reasons for the 
change: 

1. Good roads and automobiles have 
made it easier for people to reach 
the larger towns and cities, and con- 
sequently mere folks are trading at 
home. When roads were hub deep 
in mud it was easier to write a letter 
and let the carrier get it than to “go 
to town,” but with improved roads 
and autos it is only a few moments 
to the nearest store. 

2. Mail order houses do not handle 
nationally advertised goods. The art 
of advertising has progressed so 
ereatly during the past three years 
that people have become more dis- 
criminating and are calling chiefly for 
advertised products. The mail order 
houses handle goods made specially 
for them, “made to a price” rather 
than quality and quite often the cat- 
alogue description and the goods do 
not tally. 

A few years ago, too, the chain 
stores started with the idea of han- 
dling their own brands, but nowa- 
days they handle all the leading 
brands. The reason is apparent, 
namely, that it takes too much time 
on the part of a salesman to try and 
sella substitute for an advertised ar- 
ticle. 

3. Local merchants, awake to the 
situation, now handle better stocks 
than ever before and are giving their 
customers service—and service is 
what most folks demand nowadays. 

And in the fourth place, a majori- 
ty of people have found out that 
there is very little economy in buy- 
ing of the mail order houses. By 
the time freight is paid, the loss of 
the use of the money considered and 
the poor service given in shipments, 
the buyer is quite often out of pocket. 


SAGINAW MAN LOOSES GOOD” 
ORDER. 


At the meeting of the executive 
committee of the Northeastern Mich- 
igan Development Bureau, held in 
Bay City recently, it developed that 
some of the bureau’s memberz, the 
northern counties, are playmy the 
game in earnest. For two years the 
Saginaw board of Supervisors has 
‘refused to carry their irembership 
with the Development bureau and it 
develups that a few business raen of 
the north have observed this situa- 
tion. It was told at the -:neeting 
that one buyer had an order of $1,100 
to give to either one of two traveling 
men calling at his office, both being 
there at the same time; one from 
Bay City and one from Saginaw. 
| It had been the practice of the 
buyer to place his orders alternately 
‘with Bay City and Saginaw houses 
and this time it was the Saginaw 
man’s turn to get it and under ordi 
nary circumstances the Saginaw man 
would have made the sale, but this 
particular buyer informed the Sagi- 
naw traveling man that inasmuch as 
Saginaw did not seem to care about 
the development of Northeastern 
Michigan, as carried on by the bur- 
eau, that he would give the order to 
the Bay City man, and the Bay City 
man got it. 

‘The Saginaw salesman was some- 
what irritated and explained that this 
was the fifth time on his trip that he 
had been up against the same prop- 
osition——Bay City Times-Tribune,
